Traohation of a letter written by M_ Girtaner, mem- 
ber ofthe Gouingen Society, to M. de la Me- 
therie 4t Paris, containing a miore circumiftantial 
account of Mr Herfchel’s difcovery of three yol- 
canoes if the Moon. 

MR Herfehel has lately niade 2 difcovery of thi 
greatelt confequence, of which I have had the good 
fortune te be an eye-witnefs. He had obferved latt 
month, oie of two days after the new mioon, in the 
uh? f it, three luminous points. Two of 
th es were near each other, pe their light 
was paleiand weak, Phe third, which he judged 
to, be about tree English miles in dianterer, exhi- 
bited a mach {tronger and a redder light. This he 
compared to'a burning coal covered with athes. 


Thefé points he immediately conceived to be bura- | 


ing mocntains, the two firlt being either nearly ex- 


tinguilhed, or beginning to burn, and the other in a - 
ftate of aétual eruption. Mr Herfchel did not fail * 


to communicate his obfervation to the Royal Socie- 
ty, and the philofophers in this metropolis waited 
impatiently for the next new moon, which would 
neceilarily confirm the obfervation, becaufe the e- 
rauprion would probably not continue above a month, 
and manages the phenomena would be then ve- 
different, if Mr Herfchel’s conjeaure was well 
ounded. Friday laft, the 18th, the firft day of the 
new moon, feveral philofophical gentlemen attended 
Mr Herfchel at his houfe in. the country, but the 
weather was tog cloudy to permit any obfervation. 
The next day I did myfelf the honour. to vifit him 
with two of my fricnds.. Fortunately the. fley was 
perfectly ¢lear. After having examined, during two 
hours, the enlightened part of the moon, by means 
of Mr Herfchei’s aftonifhing inftruments, of which 
it is impoffible co form an adequate idea without ha- 
ving feen'ithem, we direMed the telefcope to the 
dark parriof this fatellite, and the conjecture of this 
great affronomer was inftantly confirmed. Thetwo 
firft mentioned luminous points had totally difap- 
peared,. and the fire of tye other was beconie pale 
aod weak. The diametet of its crater was increa- 
fed to about fit miles. Next month it will proba- 


bly be entirely invifible. This difcovery of volca-. 


noes in the moon‘is a proof that the matter of which 


it is compofed is fintilarto that of our earth; and-al- . 


fo proves:the exiftence of a hinar atmofphere, which 
fome'philofophers have doubted. The fcience of a-
